To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Belford  Riiral  District  CoTjuncil 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  d'uring  the  year  I962. 

The  resident  population  of  the  district  shows  virtually  no  change  from  the 
previous  year.  The  hirth  rate,  however,  shows  a considerable  drop.  There  were 
72  births  in  I96I  but  only  58  in  1^62,  This  gives  a rate  which  is  very 
considerably  below  that  of  the  national  level.  However,  with  comparatively  small 
numbers  there  are  hound  to  be  wide  fluctuations  which  are  not  significant. 

There  were  two  infant  deaths  during  the  year  which  were  both  due  to  severe 
congenital  defects  and  were  unavoidable.  They  represent  the  hard  core  of  infant 
mortality  which  will  prove  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  eradicate. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  total  number  of  deaths,  in  fact, 
a rise  from  53  bn  I96I  to  84  in  the  year  under  review.  Over  half  these  deaths 
were  due  to  cardio-vascular  conditions  which  were  responsible  for  most  of  the 
increase  upon  the  previous  year*.  About  2C^  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  malignant 
conditions . 

There  is  very  little  to  report  about  infectious  disease.  As  in  I96I  there 
was  only  one  notification  of  tuberculosis.  The  only  other  infectious  disease 
notified  was  one  instance  of  dysentery. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccinal  state  of  the  district  is  satisfactory.  It  will 
be  noted  that  there  was  a very  great  increase  in  the  number  of  revaccinations . 
against  smallpox.  This  was  due  to  the  outbreaks  which  occurred  in  the  countiy 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  It  is  now  a characteristic  finding  that  a great 
stimulus  to  protective  inociolations  occurs  when  a few  cases  of  the  disease  are 
notified. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  draws  attention  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
district  vdiich  is  generally  satisfactory,  although  occasionally  some  shortages 
occurred  due  to  the  large  influx  of  population  during  the  holiday  season. 

Water  supply  is  now  outside  the  control  of  the  Coimcil,  so  it  is  good  to  leam 
that  the  Eewcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  intend  iii5)roving  the  supply  to  the 
coastal  villages  in  the  near  future. 
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The  complaints  of  sewaige  pollution  on  the  beach  at  Eeadnell  in  previous 
years  do  not  seem  to  have  recurred,  and  it  is  noted  that  althou^  no  complaints 
have  been  made  about  the  sevrerage  works  at  Bedford  the  continued  unsatisfactory 
ssonples  from  these  works  must  eventually  lead  to  thou^ts  of  building  new 
disposal  works  here. 

It  is  a pleasant  duty  to  record  the  very  satisfactory  state  of  housing  in 
the  Bedford  rural  district . The  38  houses  built  by  the  local  authority  in  the 
past  year  must  have  virtually  removed  all  urgent  cases  from  the  Council  house 
waiting  list,  and  there  are  now  practically  no  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  houses  with  piped  water  supply,  YiT.C's  and  baths  is  extremely  hi^ 
for  a rural  district,  Bedford  is  indeed  fortunate  in  this  respect. 

This  Rural  district  is  one  of  the  most  popiILar  holiday  areas  in  the  Forth 
of  England  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  large  niraber  of  caravan  sites  which,  it 
is  satisfactory  to  record,  are  on  the  whole  well  maintained.  The  i960  Caravan 
Development  Act  has  certainly  played  its  part  in  raising  the  standards  of  these 
sites  to  an  accepted  level. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Coiancil,  the 
Clerk,  and  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  continued  interest 
and  help  during  the  past  year.

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UATER  SUPPLIES . 

The  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Corapany  took  over  the  Council's 
water  systen  on  the  1st  April.  Vath  the  coapletion  of  the  North  Trunk  nain 
and  its  terr/dna,!  reservoir  at  Windylaw  the  district  had  the  Coquet  Water 
available  for  use.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  by  the  laying  of  a linking 
nain  to  feed  into  Brockdan  Reservoir.  Though  no  great  denand  was  made  on  this 
source  it  was  nontheless  a help  in  naintaining  the  Seahouses  supx^ly  durin-'  the 
latter  part  of  the  surxier, 

IXiring'  the  suixier  there  v;ere  sone  shortages 5 particularly  in  the 
^arbour  Road  area  of  Beadnell.  \7ith  increased  building  in  this  area  the  need 
for  an  augmenting  or  loop  nain  v;ill  become  more  urgent. 

Stage  I of  the  District  Water  Scheme  will  meet  nost  of  the  needs 
of  the  district,  the  primary  one  being  the  increasing  demands  for  water  in 
Sealiouses,  Dai::bT.irgh  and  Beadnell,  These  villages  can  all  be  fed  from  Elford 

Reservoir, 

It  will  be  noted  that,  in  the  table  below  there  has  been  an 
improvement  in  the  supply  to  individual  properties,  for  example  out  of  a total  of 
2063  inhabited  houses  2015  have  piped  water  into  the  houses,  1978  have  '.7,C,s 
and  1889  have  baths.  These  figures  are  high  for  a district  such  as  this  and 
the  trend,  I am  glad  to  say,  is  for  them  to  increase 

SEV/EPJIGE . 

Inspections  of  the  beach  at  Beadnell  were  made  throughout  the 
year  but  no  signs  of  pollution  v;ere  found.  It  would  seen  that  the  normal 
action  of  the  -tide  was  not  responsible  for  the  pollution  reported  tx^o  years 
ago, 

Tlie  repairs  to  outfalls  at  StlAidans  and  Snook  Point,  Sp-^bcuses, 
were  conp>leted  early  in  the  year  and  renain  satisfactory. 

No  further  progress  xvas  made  towards  the  implenenting  01  tne 
Scheme  to  iraprove  the  Disposal  V/orks  at  Belford,  The  lack  of  this  has  not  given 
rise  to  complaint  though  samiples  shox7  the  effluent  to  be  bad, 

CARAVAN  SITES. 

Progress  is  being  made  on  most  of  the  sites  towards  the  meeting 
of  the  Council's  conditions,  though  xvith  the  time  alloxvance  given  this  x;ill  not 
be  affected  before  next  year,  Tlie  sites  are  in  the  laairi  xvell  maintained  and 

operated  and  any  shortcomings  are  imLiediately  taken  up  xvith  the  site  operator. 

There  are  I6  licenced  sites  in  the  district  with  the  mxaber 
of  caravans  varjm-ng  from  5 "to  I78.  The  total  nxxiber  of  caravans  covered  by 

the  licences  being  IO98  though  not  all  sites  'are  fully  occupied'. 

This  is  a very  large  nxxmber  and  will  create  a fexv  probleios  not  least  the  question 
of  scavenging  as  the  addition  of  some  1,000  fa:uilies  to  the  area  at  a time  vdien 
hotels, boarding  houses  and  holiday  houses  are  full  is  a problem.
